protecting the constitutional rights of individuals 
against unlawful governmental actions.

But American Bar Association President Lewis 
F. Powell raises a vital point in asking whether the 
pendulum is swinging too far in favor of those ac¬ 
cused of crimes and tco far against their victim*. 
When law-abiding people are unsafe in their homes 

and on public streets-not only from robbery but 

from shocking extremes of physical violence-gov- 

.ernment is failing to Carry out one of its most fun¬ 
damental duties. 

Conceding that many criminals might be up¬ 
right citizens if they had received more parental 
love and guidance as toddlers. Powell asserts that 
“society cannot await the millenium when crime 
will wither away because its underlying causes have 
been removed." He supports cdurts in their con¬ 
cern for the accused, but makes the telling com¬ 
ment that “the right of society in general, and of 
each individual in particular, to be protected from 
crime must never be subordinated to other rights." 

His proposed remedies are strengthening and 
clarification of federal and state criminal laws, ap¬ 
propriate court rule changes and improved and in¬ 
tensified enforcement procedures. 

Views of the ABA president are worthy of im¬ 
mediate attention and action, for since I9S8 U. S. 
crime has been increasing five times faster than the 
population growth, taking a huge toll in lost prop¬ 
erty. health and life. Aqd the rate of increase each 
year over the previous year ,ha$ been accelerating. 

Unless law enforcement effectiveness suddenly 
catches up with the broadened rights of suspected 
law violators, or unless courls'halt criminals' abuse 
and misuse of their rights, there is a growing pros¬ 
pect of a return to "frontier justice." Each person 
interested in the safety of himself and his loved 
ones faces a decision on whether to prepare for it.
